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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.84(g), (I) and (p)(3) because the 
drawing sheets contain framed borders, the lines and reference characters are not 
uniformly thick and well-defined and the reference characters are not at least 1/8 inch in 
height. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Carse in 

view of Fitzgerald et al. On page 2, lines 21-28, Carse discloses using a piston carried 

projection D' to close an ignition circuit to produce a spark. Fitzgerald et al teaches 

discharging a capacitor using a conventional spark to improve ignition. It would have 

been obvious to one with ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 

modify Carse to use the additional energy from the discharge of a capacitor to improve 

ignition of the mixture thereby producing more complete combustion, as taught by 

Fitzgerald et al. 

Conclusion 

The ignition arrangements made of record and not relied upon are considered 
pertinent to applicant's disclosure.
